organized a. stock company with the 
idea of fur production. | Already the 
- Company has a fine start in muskrats 
and Chinchilla rabbits. Also a trout 
hatchery is being constructed for the 
purpose of hatching trout and raising 
them to sell, , 

This is principally an industrial 
preposition and is organized for pro- 
fit. The place is ideal for the. pur- 
pose for which it is intended. It is 
located about a mile from Grayling, 
off. DuPont road. Within the 440 
acres ‘are two fine lakes and a number 
of small streams. ' One lake is fed 
entirely from innumerable small 
springs. Tt is well stocked «with 
brcok trout and schools of: hundreds 
of these beauties may be seen at any 
time, and among them are trout that 
would weigh several pounds. Natur- 
ally the water here is cold and is well 
adanted for trout. : 

The second lake js entirely enclosed 
by a fine mesh wire fence on the top 
«ef which is sheet metal ab vit a foot 
in height, This lake ecentains musk: 
rais. Tie animals tind no trouble te 
oli the wire fanca nut are not able 

scaly the metul strip, thus the es- 
eape of the animal is stopped and 
also natural enemies are kept out. 

Starting with a stock of 125 musk- 
rats.a year ago, it is estimated that 
ths: number has increased to about 
300. These animals are regularly fed 
and looked after. They multiply rap- 
idly ‘and it is expected that within a 
couple of years there. will be a colony 
of rats sufficiently large to furnish 
a surplus for sale annually. There is 
a ready market for both live animals 
for breeding purposes and for pelts. 

One building unit for ‘the breeding 
of Chinchilla rabbits has been com- 
pleted and already there has been a 
nice increase among the colony. The 
Chinchilla, rabbit doesn’t grow as 
large as the Belgian and. Flemish 
giant variety, but are of amnch finer 
grade. Their celor is handsome 
gray and the fur is very fine and 
beautiful. Severa: more units will be 
constructed as fast as the increase in 
rabbits demands more space. 

Since acquiring the property Mr. 
Wright has had a. force of men busy 
‘on construction work. The Pomeroy

Voile 
sometimes shrinks when washed, and 
it is well to make allowances for this 
in cutting. 


“Eternal vigilance is the price of 
peace” from household insects in 
warm weather. Many of the most 
troublesome ones feed on frumbs, 
scraps, and other exposed food. The 
only way to beat these pests—ants, 
cockroaches, and flies, especially— 
is to keep food supplied in tight metal 
or glass containers, and clean up 
promptly any food crumbs that may 
be scattered about. Never leave food 
uncovered. Keep the garbage pail 
closed, and have it emptied regularly. 
Rinse it out and line it with clean 
paper each time it is emptied. 


It is not necessary to drain the 
juice from canned vegetables or 
fruits. If the food in the can is good 
to eat, the juice is. In the case of 
vegetables especially, the juice con- 
tains some of-the valuable food con- 
stitutents which have béen dissoived 
in it during the canning process. 
These can be. saved by serving the 
juice in the form of sauce with the 
vegetable, or using it in soups and 
gravies, Juices from canned fruits 
can always be added to fruit drinks 
to sweeten and flavor them, or used 
in pudding sauces or fruit gelatins.
